Annie S. Edwards, m others of three 
small children, early today shot and 
killed her husband, John O. Fdw ards 
The Edwards came here from Cleve­ 
land about six weeks ago. 
Mrs. Edwards told police her hus­ 
band came to the house intoxicated 
and when she denied him adm ittance 
he beat in the 
door 
with an iron 
wrench. 
She ran into the street to 
escape, seizing a pistol from a draw er. 
He caught her and shouted, “FII get 
you now.” 
She pressed the pistol to his chest 
and fired, killing him instantly. Sev­ 
eral neighbors witnessed the shooting. 
Mrs. Edwards was released pending 
investigation.

live-mile stretch of the Ohio river road 
between 
Wellsville 
and 
Stratton, 
know® as the “N arrow s,” and for the 
L2-mile section between Shadyside and 
Powhatan, was introduced in the sen­ 
ate at Columbus yesterday by State 
Senator 
Harry Carpenter, Steuben- 
vil’ \ 
Under the proposal congress is “re 
guested to enact such legislation, or 
amendments to existing laws, as will 


perm it the use of federal funds to tile 
extent of 50 percent of the coat of the 
two projects.” 
Present 
laws limit 
federal funds for road Improvements 
to $15,050 per mile, which, It has been 
estim ated, would be a small percent­ 
age of the cost of "Improving the two 
sections of the highway which begins 
at Cincinnati and extends to East Liv. 
erpool, a distance of 428 miles. 
The resolution was introduced by 
Carpenter at the suggestion of Gov­ 
ernor A. V. Donahey, who, with other 


state officials, made a recent tour of 
inspection over the highway. 
The m easure point* out that 132 
miles of the Ohio river road is Im­ 
proved w ith brick, concrete or other 
liard-surface m aterial, and 219 miles 
with tho gravel type of improvement, 
the only unim proved sections being 
that part in Jefferson and 
Belmont 
counties. 
The cost of 
grading 
the 
Shadyside-Powhatan 
section 
alone 
would amount to more than $600,000, 
the resolution asserts.

The text of the resolution follows: 
“ W hereas, the state of Ohio la de­ 
sirous of completing the Improvement 
of the Ohio river road, one of the 
most Im portant highways in this state, 
extending a distance of

which forms a part of the Atlantic 
and Pacific highway, and which is

Thomas told the court that he “did 
not believe the ends of justice would 
be served,” by perm itting Mills to talk 
to McDermott. 
Mills countered by de­

D erm ott’s sister, to obtain trom Mc­

five-mile stretch of the Ohio river road 
between 
Wellsville 
and 
Stratton, 
known as the “Narrows,” and for the 
-’•mile section between Shadyside and 
Powhatan, was introduced in the sen 
ate at Columbus yesterday by State 
Senator 
Harry Carpenter, Steuben- 
vil’ . 
Under the proposal congress is “re 
guested to enact such legislation, or 
am endm ents to existing laws, as will 


permit the use of federal funds to the 
extent of Go percent of the coat of the 
two projects.” 
Present 
laws limit 
federal funds for road improvements 
to $15,000 per mile, which, It has been 
estimated, would be a small percent­ 
age of the cost ofTmproving the two 
sections of the highway which begins 
at Cincinnati and extends to E ast L it. 
erpool, a distance of 42a railes. 
The resolution was introduced by 
Carpenter a t the suggestion of Gov­ 
ernor A. V. Donahey, who, with other 


state officials, made a recent tour of 
inspection over the highway. 
The m easure point* out that 132 
miles of the Ohio river road la im­ 
proved with brick, concrete or other 
hard-surface m aterial, and 219 miles 
with th',* gravel type of improvement, 
the only unim proved sections being 
that part in Jefferson and 
Belmont 
counties. 
The cost of 
grading 
the 
Khadyside Pow hatan 
section 
alone 
would amount to m o rt than $800,000, 
the resolution asserts. 


The text of the resolution follows:

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Lessons In Careful Driving 
Municipal Judge E. E. Zesiger is teaching Akron motorists 
to become careful drivers. 
Convinced that courts must show they mean business if the 
appalling toll in automobile accidents is to be reduced, the jurist 
in the Summit county city is co-operating with the Akron police 
department in enforcement of traffic regulations. 
Scores of automobile drivers, arrested by traffic and regular 
policemen in the campaign to demand observance of speed laws as 
well as other clauses in traffic enactments, were arraigned yester­ 
day, while 12 others are to be given hearings today. 
And Judge Zesiger is using good judgment in meting out 
penalties. Except in the more serious cases yesterday, he assessed 
motorists the costs, suspending the fines with injunctions to re­ 
spect the city’s regulations. 
However, he believes in punishment in keeping with the 
offense. And one man charged with driving his automobile while 
intoxicated was sentenced to serve six months in the county jail 
and fined $25. 
, 
Ohio needs more police magistrates like Judge Zesiger. 


Candles 
Candles, a French visitor remarks, are a sign of wealth in 
America. The more money people possess, and the more electri­ 
cal apparatus they have in their homes, the more they ignore.it 
and use candles. 
And when they do use electric lights, it is us­ 
ually in the form of imitation candles. 
It does seem curious, when you consider how glad our grand 
mothers were to get away from the use of candles. 
The kero­ 
sene lamp was a great blessing, the height of luxury, and supreme­ 
ly beautiful. Then in turn it seemed ugly, and gas lights were 
luxurious and beautiful. Then gas lights became ugly and messy, 
and electric lights were luxurious and beautiful. Now, completing 
the circle, with electrical illumination grown cheap and common­ 
place, for all its artistic possibilities, we are getting back to 
candles again for social illumination. It is a fa m ilia r thing to se-* 
wax candles burning on the dinner table under the electric chan­ 
delier, sometimes along with the electric light. 
Yes, it is amusing. Yet there is another side to it. Candles 
are interwoven with the old memories of the race. There is more 
poetry in a candle than in an electric bulb. 
And what is more 
purely beautiful and nearer perfection, in this imperfect world, 
than the flame of a candle? 


Cars A t College 
Princeton has joined the group of schools putting an official 
ban on the use of automobiles by students. First it tried a ruling 
requiring permission of parents before a student could use a car at 


sch o ol. That didn’t check the number and use of student-driven 
cars, because parents were perfectly willing to give the permis­ 
sion. 
In making the new regulation public, the dean explained that 
cars at not needed at a residential college because there is no great 
distance to be covered between home and class room. 
Further­ 
more, seven student deaths and two other fatalities have been 
caused in the past year by automobile accidents. Since there is 
no transportation need to be served, the cars arc used purely for 
pleasure, and their excessive use is regarded as detrimental to 
good academic work. 
Whenever such a step has been taken by college authorities 
there have been pretests from alumni and undergraduates who 
think that such matters should be left to the discretion of the in­ 
dividual. 
There has also been approval by others who believe 
that the automobile is as much out of place a f college as Mary’s 
lam!) was at school. 
The automobile upkeep is an expense they 
do not find justified in a college student’s budget. 
lf the schools that ban the automobile get away with it, it 
will be possible after a few years to decide whether their action 
has been wise or not. So far it is still a complicated experiment 
iii discipline. 


Price Levels 
Commodity prices in this country, economists find, have 
fluctuated only about five cents on the dollar, one way or another, 
during the last five years. This seems to be a natural fluctuation, 
due to temporary causes rather than any basic cause. 
It means that the value of the dollar which measures prices 
appears to be stabilizing itself at a new level, which may be around 
85 cents, compared with its pre-war level of IOO cents. 
This represents a gain of 25 cents on the dollar from its low­ 
est level, which was around 40 cents when prices reached their 
j^eak in 1920. 
If this new level is held, it will be fortunate. Most of the re- 
idjustments necessary to accommodate business and finance to tho 
situation have been made by this time. It matters far less what 
die level of values is than that the level should be steady.

Cut-flower roses 
especially need heavy annual m anur­ 
ing. 
Spring transplanting may be done 
as soon as the soil is in condition to 
be worked, but special care m ust he 
exercised 
to prevent the roots from 
drying when out of the ground for 
transporting. 
Own-rooted plants are said to he best 
for the average grower. 
Dormant 
roses should have from one-half to 
two-thirds if the wood removed at 
the tim e of 
transplanting. 
Border 
roses should have little pruning, the 
removal of the dead wood aud the 
cutting of the whole bush to tile 
ground every five to eight years be­ 
ing best for m ost varieties. Climbing 
roses should be pruned just after 
blooming by having the wood of the 
previous y ear’s growth removed. 
In further sum mary of its hints on 
successful rose growing the Agricul­ 
ture departm ent says th a t cut-flowers 
roses need protection near the north­ 
ern lim its of the successful cultivation 
of the variety, and they should be cut 
each spring to within six inches or 
one foot of the ground for finest 
blooms, or one-third to one-half the 
wood should be left for the greatest 
quantity of bloom. 
W atchfulness is 
the price of success w ith roses, espec­ 
ially with the climbing aud cut flow-r 
varieties, and advice as to varieties 
for a particular region is best o b taiv 
od from the nearest grower or nurs­ 
eryman. 
One thing the am ateur rose garden­ 
er who is ju st making a start with 
his hobby can depend upon is th at lie 
can get. all the inform ation and ad­ 
vice he can assim ilate from experienc­ 
ed 
enthusiasts.

Most people who decide to have 
flower gardens, and particularly tho^e 
who are essaying the adventure for 
the first tim e, voice one insistent 
demand.

This is 
especially the ease with people who 
have just moved into a new home aud 
find th at th eir contractor has not 
been considerate in the m atter of 
sodding the yard. They w ant flowers 
to brighten up their new corner of ‘.‘ce 
universe, and they w ant the brighten­ 
ing done in a hurry. 
Here again the best, tip to all such 
is to get advice and Inform ation from 
neighbors and experts who are ac­ 
quainted w ith local soil and clim atic 
conditions. 
In general It is stated, 
however, th a t zinnias, marigolds, nas­ 
turtium s. 
four 
o’clocks. 
Japanese, 
m orning-glories, 
periwinkles, 
sweet 
alyssum, petunias, 
hollyhocks, 
and 
sw eet peas, in addition to roses which 
have already been discussed, will sup­ 
ply the m ost satisfactory and the most 
im mediate results in m ost sections of 
the United States. 
Petunias will grow in alm ost any 
soil with 
plenty 
of 
sunshine aud 
enough w ater. 
A fter the ground has 
been prepared the seed is sown on 


the surface and raked in. A fter the 
plants come up they should be th in ­ 
ned out. 
Petunias will bloom alm ost 
all summer, as will zinnias. The latter 
are a very satisfactory garden flower, 
as they are a riot of color, aud when 
cut and taken into the house for dec­ 
orative purposes they lend them selves 
readily to artistic arrangem ent. M ari­ 
golds are not so easy to raise, bat 
the French and 
African 
varieties 
bloom profusely over a long period. 
Scarlet sage, which is attractive for 
table decoration, is best started in a 
box and then transplanted. 
There are differences of opinion 
even among experts as to the growing 
qf sweet peas. 
All are agreed as to 
spading the ground in tim e for it to 
go through the process of freezing and 
thawing, but as to how deep the seofty 
should be planted there is an arg i - 
ment. 
One authority says at least 
four inches, so as to insure protection 
against change in tem perature and 
give the plants plenty of roots before 
they appear, while another says plant 
to two inches and then cover and re­ 
cover the plants as they appear. 
One of the big things about flower 
gardens is the friendly rivalry among 
neighbors they stim ulate, each striv­ 
ing t o be first with his blooms, o r t o 
excel in some other direction. 
A nother thing to bo rem embered is 
th at cultivating a garden is one of the 
very best forms of exercise there is 
for reducing weight.

HASKINS LEHER

The Flower Garden. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March IO.— 
Most popular of blooms for the flower 
garden is the rose. No garden aud no 
lawn is complete w ithout its rosebush. 
The rose has been cultivated longer 
than any ornam ental plant, it has fea­ 
tured the literature of all ages and 
all nations, it has been the emblem 
alike of romance and of war, its betut- 
ty of form and of color and its allur­ 
ing fragrance have commanded uni­ 
versal tribute, it is grown in the door­ 
yards of tho cottages of the poor as 
well as in the conservation of the 
riel), and it is the flower suitable for 
every occasion from a funeral to a 
frolic. 
Wild roses are to be found in great 
abundance and variety in practically 
all the tem perate regions of the earth. 
Man has taken advantage of this and 
has appropriated the most pleasing 
wild forms for his use, as it pointed 
out by a bulletin th a t Uncle San) 
gets out to assist his rose gardeners. 
In addition, man has so modified and 
improved the wild species of roses by 
breeding and selection that'now there 
is a rose for every need—for lawu 
and border, for the arbor and trellis, 
for cutting, and for other ornam ental 
purposes. 
Native species and those least modi­ 
fied by m an's crossing aud selection 
are recommended by the experts 
of 
the departm ent of Agriculture as most 
suitable for lawu and border planting. 
Climbing roses used for arbors and 
trellises may be handled either to 
give an abudauee of bloom or to pro­ 
duce shade, but they can not do both 
satisfactorily, and they are not as 


well adapted to the production of 
shade as many other plants. W ith a 
few exceptions, these roses have but 
one period of bloom, which lasts a 
week, or at m ost two weeks. 
Uut-flower roses need clean eultnr.x 
severe pruning, 
and 
special care; 
therefore, they should be planted by 
them selves iu 
secluded 
beds 
and 
should not be used to beautify the 
grounds in the place of the roses ap­ 
propriate for lawns 
and 
borders. 
When it comes to developing a hedge, 
roses are said to be not very satisfac­ 
tory. 
The W ichuraina or Memorial 
rose, with its sm all, dark, glossy, al­ 
m ost e v e r g r e e n fo lia g e and its B in gle 
white blossoms, it recommended as a 
ground cover. 
Tree roses are classed 
as not satisfactory, except in the P a­ 
cific N orthw est. 
Grow in Almost Any Soil. 
Roses, in th eir varied species, are 
adapted to alm ost any kind of soil 
conditions, 
w ith thorough drainage 
and a plentiful supply of organic m at­ 
ter, and a reasonably constant supply 
of w ater during the growing season. 
In fact, any soil suitable to growing 
good garden o r field crops will be 
found satisfactory for roses, although

Price Levels 
Commodity prices iii this country, econom ists

SEEK CHANGES IN 
ELECTION LAWS 


Amendments of the W est Virginia 
prim ary election laws to provide for 
the nomination by convention of all 
candidates 
except 
for county 
and 
m agisterial district offices, is provided 
for in a bill th at will come up for ac­ 
tion at the present session of the legis­ 
lature. 
The m easure was introduced at the 
initial 15 day session in January by 
Senator M. Z. W hite, president or 
the state senate and form er Republi­ 
can state chairm an. 
It is understood 
to have the indorsem ent of most of 
the leaders of the two m ajor parties, 
but, notw ithstanding this support, its 
fate is regarded in conservative cir­ 
cles with doubt. 
The bill, which has just been print­ 
ed for distribution from the office of 
the clerk of the senate, attem pts to 
combine features of the existing pri­ 
m ary election law w ith the old conven­ 
tion method of nom inating candidates. 
According to its supporters, it aim s to 
elim inate, as much as possible, the 
evils of both methods. 
U nder the W hite plan, delegates to 
county conventions would be chosen 
at the prim ary elections in which can­ 
didates for county and m agisterial dis­ 
trict officers are nominated, and these 
delegates would name delegates to tho 
various senatorial, judicial and con­ 
gressional 
district 
conventions 
“in 
each district wherein candidates are 
to be elected in such years; and also 
delegates to state conventions to be 
held upon the call of the state execu­ 
tive com m ittee of the respective par­ 
ties for the nom ination of all candi­ 
dates for state offices and for United 
States senator."

BERLIN .—Germans have become a 
saving nation again. According to the 
latest statistics issued by cho Sav­ 
ings Banks, 2,700,000,000 billion m arks 
is the total of deposits in German sav­ 
ing banks in the last year. 
However, 
Germany is still very far from having 
reached the pre-ward standard, for, m 
1913, the Rhineland alone, saved that 
much. 
Tho savings, 
contrary to pre-war 
time, chiefly consist of deposits, not of 
shares or securities. 
This i: due to

HELD IN COUTY 


Paul Zumbro, Specialist 
of Ohio State Gives 
Addresses.

Six rules for growing strong, healthy 
chicks were outlined by Paul Zumbro, 
poultry specialist of Ohio State uni­ 
versity, at a series of poulty meetings 
recently held at Lisbon, Calcutta, Sa­ 
lineville, East Rochester, Columbiana, 
and Salem. They are: 
Vigorous chicks must be secured to 
start with. Get them before May 18 
and order them early. It Is safest to 
buy chicks batched from eggs of a 
certified flock, from an accredited 
hatchery, or from a well known local 
breeder. 
Do not attem pt to raise chicks in a 
brooder house that has not been thor­ 
oughly cleaned and disinfected. 
Move tho brooder to a good sod that 
has not supported chickens for at least 
a year. 
This helps to prevent dis- 
e?i se. Move the brooder as often as the 
grass is killed around it. 
Be sure to use clean litter that is 
free from mold. Shavings, peat moss, 
clean cut straw, alfalfa, or sand m- 
gwer as litter. Renew it often. 
Feed a clean, complete ration. The 
Ohio ration has proven satisfactor» 
for Ohio poultry. The all-mash method 
of feeding 
reduces the amount of 
filth the chicks eat and makes feed-i 
Jng simpler. 
Milk in some form for 
the first. IO weeks gives the stock a 
good start and helps to prevent cocci­ 
diosis. The chicks will need cod-livor 
oil to prevent leg weakness until they 
go on range. 
Keep the growing chicks away from 
the old stock. If the old flock has any 
kind of disease or is infested with 
parasites the growing stock cannot 
escape it. 
Mr. Zumbro discussed the all-mash 
method of feeding in detail. It doe3 
not differ greatly from the scratch 
grain and mash method of feeding. 
The grain that is ordinarily fed whole 
or cracked is ground and mixed with 
the mash. 
The formula recommended contains 
70 pounds of ground yellow corn; 20 
pounds winter wheat middlings; 5 
pounds meat scraps, containing 50 
per ce:it protein; 4 pounds of raw 
bone meal. chick size; I pound of salt. 
Feed this ration with nothing to 
drink but skimmilk or buttermilk un­ 
til ‘he thicks are IO to 12 weeks Old. 
Two per cent of cod liver oil should 
be added until the chicks are turned 
outdoors.

Paul Zumbro, Specialist 
of Ohio State Gives 
Addresses. 


Six rules for growing strong, healthy 
chicks were outlined by Paul Zumbro, 
poultry specialist of Ohio State uni­ 
versity. a t a series of poulty m eetings 
recently held at Lisbon, Calcutta, Sa­ 
lineville, E ast Rochester, Columbiana, 
and Salem. 
They are: 
Vigorous chicks m ust be secured to 
sta rt with. 
Get them before May IS 
and order them early. It Is safest to 
buy chicks hatched from eggs of a 
certified flock, from an accredited 
hatchery, or from a well known local 
breeder. 
Do not attem pt to raise chicks in a 
brooder house that has not been thor­ 
oughly cleaned and disinfected. 
Move the brooder to a good sod th at 
has not supported chickens for a t least 
a year. 
This helps to prevent dis­ 
ease. Move the brooder as often as the 
grass is killed around it. 
F>e sure to use clean litter that is 
free from mold. Shavings, peat moss, 
clean cut straw , alfalfa, or sand m- 
sw er as litter. Renew it often. 
Feed a clean, complete ration. Tile 
Ohio ration has proven salisfacto r» 
for Ohio poultry. The all-mash method 
of feeding 
reduces the am ount of 
filth the chicks eat and m akes feed­ 
ing sim pler. 
Milk in some form for 
the first. IO weeks gives the stock a 
good start and helps to prevent cocci­ 
diosis. The chicks will need cod-livor 
oil to prevent leg w eakness until they 
go on range. 
Keep the growing chicks away from 
the old stock. If the old flock has any 
kind of disease or is infested with 
parasites the growing stock cannot 
escape it. 
Mr. Zumbro discussed the all-mash 
method of feeding in detail. It d'>33 
not differ greatly from the scratch 
grain and mash method of feeding. 
The grain th at is ordinarily fed whole 
or cracked is ground and mixed with 
the mash. 
The form ula recommended contains 
TO pounds of ground yellow corn: 20 
pounds w inter w heat middlings; 
5 
pounds m eat scraps, containing 50 
per ceat protein; 4 pounds of raw 
bono meal, chick size; I pound of salt. 
Feed this ration w ith nothing to 
drink but skim m ilk or butterm ilk un­ 
til ‘he chicks are IO to 12 weeks Old. 
Two per cent of cod liver oil should 
be added until the chicks are turned 
outdoors.

five mile stretch of the Ohio river road 
between 
W ellsville 
and 
Stratton, 
known as the "N arrow s," and for the 
12-mlle section between Shadyside and 
Pow hatan, was introduced in the sen­ 
ate at Columbus yesterday by State 
Senator 
H arry Carpenter, Steuben- 
ylT . 
Under the proposal congress is "re­ 
quested to enact such legislation, or 
am endm ents to existing laws, as will 


perm it the use of federal funds to the 
extent of BU percent of the cost of the 
two projects.’’ 
Present 
laws limit 
federal funds for road im provem ents 
to $15,Oho per mile, which, It has been 
estim ated, would be a small percent­ 
age of the cost o f’Improving the two 
sections of the highway which begins 
at Cincinnati and extends to E ast LIV- 
erpool, a distance of 428 miles. 
The resolution was introduced by 
C arpenter at the suggestion of Gov­ 
ernor A. V. Donahey, who, with other 


state officials, made a recent tour of 
inspection over the highway. 
The m easure points out that 192 
miles of the Ohio river road is Im­ 
proved w ith brick, concrete or other 
hard-surface m aterial, and 219 miles 
with tho gravel type of improvement, 
the only unim proved sections being 
that p art la Jefferson and 
Belmont 
counties. 
The cost of 
grading 
the 
Shadyside Pow hatan 
section 
alone 
would am ount to more than $809,DOO, 
the resolution asserts. 


The text of the resolution follows:

Then in tu rn it seem ed ugly, and gas lights w ere 
luxurious and beautiful. Then gas lights became ugly and messy, 
and electric lights were luxurious and beautiful. Now, completing 
the circle, with electrical illumination grown cheap and common­ 
place, for all its artistic possibilities, we are getting back to 
candles again for social illumination. 
It is a familial- thing to se-f 
wax candles burning on the dinner table under the electric chan­ 
delier, sometimes along with the electric light. 
Yes, it is am using. 
Yet there is another side to it. Candles 
arc interwoven w ith the old memories of the race. There is more 
poetry in a candle than in an electric bulb. 
And w hat is more 
purely beautiful and nearer perfection, in this im perfect world, 
than the flame of a candle? 


Cars A t College 
Princeton has joined the group of schools putting an official 
ban on the use of automobiles by students. F irst it tried a ruling 
requiring permission of parents before a student could use a car at 
school. That didn’t check the num ber and use of student-driven 
cars, because parents were perfectly willing to give the perm is­ 
sion. 
In making the new regulation public, the dean explained th a t 
cars at not needed at a residential college because there is no great 
distance to be covered between home and class room. 
F u rth er­ 
more, seven student deaths and two other fatalities have been 
caused in the past year by automobile accidents. 
Since there is 
no transportation need to be served, the cars are used purely for 
pleasure, and their excessive use is regarded as detrim ental to 
good academic work. 
W henever such a step has been taken by college authorities 
there have been pretests from alum ni and undergraduates who 
think th a t such m atters should be left to Hie discretion of the in­ 
dividual. 
There has also been approval by others who believe 
that the automobile is as much out of place atr college as M ary's 
lan.b was a t school. 
The automobile upkeep is an expense they 
do not find justified in a college student’s budget. 
If the schools th a t ban the automobile get away w ith it, it 
will be possible afte r a few years to decide w hether their action 
has been wise or not. 
So fa r it is still a complicated experim ent 
SU discipline. 


Price Levels 
Commodity prices in this country, economists find, have 
fluctuated only about five cents on the dollar, one way or another, 
during the last five years. This seem s to be a natural fluctuation, 
due to tem porary causes ra th e r than any basic cause. 
It means th at the value of the dollar which m easures prices 
appears to be stabilizing itself at a new level, which may be around 
So cents, compared with its pre-w ar level of IOO cents. 
This represents a gain of 25 cents on the dollar from its low­ 
est level, which was around 40 cents when prices reached their 
jaeak in 1920. 
If this new level is held, it will be fortunate. Most of the re- 
id ju stn e n ts necessary to accommodate business and finance to the 
situation have been m ade by this time. 
It m atters fa r less w hat 
lie level of values is than th a t the level should be steady.

Petunias will grow in almost any

Petunias will bloom alm on 
all summer, as will zinnias. The latter 
are a very satisfactory garden flower, 
as they are a riot of color, and when 
cut and taken into the house for dec­ 
orative purposes they lend themselves 
readily to artistic arrangement. Mari­ 
golds are not so easy to raise, but 
the French and 
African 
varieties 
bloom profusely over a long period 
Scarlet -age, which is attractive for 
table dec oration, is best started In a 
box and then transplanted. 
There are differences of opinion 
even among experts as to the growing 
of sweet peas. 
All are agreed as to 
spading the ground In 
time for it lo 
go through the process of freezing and 
thawing, but as to how deep the geef!*• 
should be planted there Is an arg 1- 
ment. 
One authority says at least 
four inches, so as to insure protection 
against change In temperature and 
give the plants plenty of roots before 
they appear, while auother says plant 
to two inches and then cover and re­ 
cover the plants as they appear. 
One of the big things about flow.r 
gardens Is the friendly rivalry among 
neighbors they stimulate, each striv­ 
ing to be flr.-t wit ii ids blooms, or to 
excel in some other direction.

The Flower Garden. 
WASHINGTON* D- 
March IG.— 
Moat popular of blooms for the flower 
garden is the rose. No garden aud no 
lawn la complete without its rosebush 
The rose has been cultivated longer 
than any ornamental plant, it has fea­ 
tured th*- literature of all ages and 
all nation-, it has been the emblem 
alike of romance aud of war, it- beau­ 
ty of form ami of color aud its allur­ 
ing fragrance have commanded uu»- 
versal tribute, it is grown in the door­ 
yards of tile cottages of the poor aa 
well as in the conservation or the 
rii-h, amt st is the flower suitable for 
every occasion from a funeral to a 
frolic’. 
Wild roses are to be found in great 
abundance and variety in practically 
all th * temperate regions of the earth. 
Man has taken advantage of this and 
bas appropriated the most pleasing 
wild forms for his use, as it pointed 
out by a bulletin that Uncle Sam 
gets out to assist his rose gardener*. 
In addition, man has so mollified and 
improved the wild species of roses by 
breeding and selection that now there 
is a rose for every need—for lawn 
and border, for the arbor aud trellis. 
for cutting, aud for other ornamental 
purposes. 
Native species and those least modi­ 
fied by man s crossing and selection 
are recommended by the exports 
of 
the department of Agriculture as most 
suitable for lawn and border planting. 
Climbing roses used for arbors and 
trellises may be handled either to 
give an abudance of bloom or to pro­ 
duce shade, but they can not do both 
satisfactorily, and they are not aa 


well adapted to the production of 
shade as many other plants. With a 
few exceptions, these roses have but 
on** period of bloom, which lasts a 
week, or at most two weeks. 
t'ut-flower roses need clean c niter?, 
severe pruning,

therefore, they should be planted by

The W icburalna or Memorial 
rose. with its small, dark, glossy, al­ 
most evergreen foliage and Its single 
white blossoms, lh recommended as a 
ground cover. 
Tree roses are classed 
as not satisfactory, except in the Pa­ 
cific Northwest. 
Grow in Almost Any Soil. 
Roses, in their varied species, are 
adapted to almost any kind of soil 
conditions, 
with thorough drainage 
and a plentiful supply of organic m at­ 
ter, and a reasonably constant supply 
of water during the growing season. 
In fact, any soil suitable to growing 
good garden or field crops will be 
found fiatlsfactory for roses, although

SEEK CHANGES IN 
ELECTION LAWS 


Amendment* of the West Virginia 
primary election laws to provide for 
the nomination by convention of all 
candidates 
except 
for county 
and 
magisterial district offices, is provided 
for in a bill that will come up for ac­ 
tion at the present session of the legis­ 
lature. 
The measure was Introduced at the 
initial IS day session in January bv 
Senator M. Z. White, president of 
the state senate and former Republi­ 
can state chairman. 
It Is understood 
to have the indorsement of most of 
the leaders of the two major parties, 
but, notwithstanding this support, its 
fate Is regarded In conservative cir­ 
cles with doubt. 
The bill, which has Just been print­ 
ed for distribution from the office of 
the clerk of the senate, attempts to 
combine features of the existing pri­ 
mary election law with the old conven­ 
tion method of nominating candidates. 
According to its supporters, it aims to 
eliminate, as much as possible, the 
evils of both methods. 
Under the White plan, delegates to 
county conventions would be chosen 
at the primary elections in which can­ 
didates for county and magisterial dis­ 
trict officers are nominated, and these 
delegates would name delegates to tho 
various senatorial, judicial and con­ 
gressional 
district 
conventions 
"in 
each district wherein candidates are 
to be elected in such years; and also 
delegates to state conventions to bo 
held upon the call of the state execu­ 
tive committee of the respective par­ 
ties for the nomination, of all candi­ 
dates for state offices and for United 
States senator.”

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POULTRY MEETS 
HELD IN COUNTY 


Paul Zumbro, Specialist 
of Ohio State Gives 
Addresses. 


Six Hiles for growing strong, healthy 
chicks were outlined by Paul Zumbro, 
poultry specialist of Ohio State uni 
versify, at a series of poulty meetings 
recently held at Lisbon, Calcutta, 8* 
line Ville, East Rochester, Columbiana, 
and Salem. They arc: 
Vigorous chicks must be secured to 
start with. 
Get them before May 18 
and order them early, It is safest to 
buy chicks batched from eggs of a 
certified flock, from an accredited 
hatchery, or from a well known local 
breeder. 
Do not attempt to raise chicks In a 
brooder house that has not beeu thor­ 
oughly cleaned and disinfected. 
Move the brooder to a good sod that 
has not supported chickens for at least 
a year. 
This helps to prevent dis­ 
ease. Move the brooder as often as th"! 
grails Is killed around it. 
Ile sure to use clean litter that Is 
fret' froth mold. Shavings, peat mo**, 
eleau rut straw, alfalfa, or sand in 
ewer as litter. Renew It often. 
Feed a clean, complete ration. Th1 
Ohio ration has proven satisfactory 
for ohio poultry. The all-mash method 
of feeding 
reduces the amount of 
filth the chicks eat and makes feed­ 
ing simpler, 
the first IO weeks gives the stock a 
good start and helps to prevent cocci­ 
diosis. The chicks will need cod-llvor 
oil to prevent leg weakness until they 
go on range. 
Keep the growing chicks away from 
the old stork, lf the old flock bas coy 
kind of disease or Is infested with 
parasites the growing stock cannot 
et cape it. 
Mr. Zumbro discussed the all mash 
method of feeding In detail. It dj>?3 
not differ greatly from the scratch 
grain and mash method of feeding. 
The grain that is ordinarily fed whole 
or cradled is ground and mixed with 
the mash. 
The formula recommended contains 
70 pounds of ground jellow corn: 20 
pounds winter wheat middlings: 
5 
pounds meat scraps, containing 50 
per ce it protein; 4 pounds of raw 
bom' meal, chick size; I pound of salt. 
heed this ration with nothing to 
drink but skimniilk or buttermilk un­ 
til ‘he chicks are IO to 12 weeks old. 
Two per cent of cod liver oil should 
be added until the chicks are turned 
outdoors.
